We now grow all our Grape Vines entirely out of doors 
from cuttings about 7% to 12 inches long. Many years of ex- 
perience have demonstrated to us that Grape Vines grown from 
short cuttings or partly grown in green-house are not as valu- 
able for vineyard or garden as from long cuttings all grown 
in open air.

SPECIAL NOTICE. 


The term “Fredonia Grown” as applied to nursery stock has 
not the meaning of years gone by. As a matter of fact, the land 
in Fredonia and vicinity which has heretofore been used for the 
growing of Grape Vines, etc., is now nearly all practically worn 
out for these purposes; so much so, that, although we have exer- 
cised greatest care in planting and cultivating, we have not been 
getting the results we needed. As I size it up, to get a certain 
number of first-class plants, we have been resetting about double 
the number of plants and planting about twice as many acres as 
we would have needed if the land had been in proper condition. 
Lately it has been up to us to get some suitable land or quit 
the business and we have been fortunate in buying a tract of 
land of 172 acres which has been considered the best large farm 
in our County. It is situated nine and one-half miles from our 
office and cellars. We couldn’t help that because it is just the 
kind of soil we need for Grape Vines, Currants and Gooseberries . 
and such land is not to be had nearer home. It was not practical 
to draw our men, stock, etc., with horses the above distance so 
we have partly annihilated the journey by purchase of a three 
and one-half ton auto truck which, at moderate speed, makes the 
run within the hour. We are sparing no needed expense in fer- 
tilizing and care to put and keep this farm in prime condition, 
so it will be known as it has been, as the “best farm in thé 


County” and we feel sure that when we get results from our 


work and expense we shall grow first-class stock cheaper.
